Reduction Is Accepted. 
Knoxville, Tonn., Oct. 15.—The min­ 
ers of D istrict No. 19 decided by a 
vote of 35 to 29 to accept the 7 per 
cent reduction offered by the opera­ 
tors. 


The main arm ies of Russia and 
Japan in M anchuria continue to be en­ 
gaged in a desperate struggle for su­ 
premacy south of Mukden. 
On both 
sides there have been such losses in 
killed and wounded as mark the con­ 
test one of the bloodiest battles In 
history. 
Already the losses at Liao 
Y’ang has been approxim ated, and the 
Indications are that they will be ex 
ceeded, that of the Russians up to 
noon of October 14 being estim ated at 
16,000. 
The Russian advance has been con- 
varted into a stubbornly fought re­ 
treat. 
The result according to the 
Russians, is still to be determined. * 
Reports from the Russian left wing 
are lacking, leaving room for question 
if that part of General Kuropatkin’s 
arm y is not in worse extrem ity than 
the cente r and right were at any stage 
of the battle. 
On both sides the 
soldiers have 
shown the utmost tenacity and brav­ 
ery, and whole regim ents have gone 
down before the fire of the enemy. In 
official circles of St. Petersburg there 
Is a disposition to argue that even 
should General K uropatkin be obliged 
to retire upon Mukden his position will 
be as favorable as it was when the 
order to advance was given on Oct. 6, 
and that on the other hand the Jap­ 
anese powers of future resistance will 
have m aterially weakened.
